„ ABSURPRISE PARTY 
IN WHICH THE BREDSKINS BECAME DEMORAL- 


Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Croox’s Expzprrion, near Strive Borrs, 
Sept. 9, via Fort Laramiz, Sept. 16.—Com- 
mencing its forced march towards the Black 
Hills settlement on the 6th inst., the column 
ina one of the most wonderful moves 
known in the history of military affairs on the 
frontier. The infantry battalion, sadly weak- 
ened by continued rain-storms, insufficiency 
and unwholesome food; the cavalry horses 
fatigued, the march of 160 miles on 
less than three days’ actual rations was any- 
thing but a cheerful outlook. The weather had 
spoiled much of the hard-tack, which accounts 
for the shortage in the amount noted in my 
last. The first day’s course lay nearly due south. 
Rations, with the exception of coffee, were re- 
duced one-half. At night no wood could be 
found. The troops could not make even coffee, 
and the weather grew severely cold. On the 
9th, with still nothing but raw bison and hard- 
tack, the column moved south 32 miles, and at 
night bad rations reduced to 

ONE-QUARTER THE USUAL ALLOWANCE. 

A bitter storm of wind and rain assailed the 
horses and footmen nearly all day, and we 
camped again without wood en the north fork 
of Grand River. Horses gave out frequently, 
and were at times hacked to pieces and carried 
along to appease hunger. The infantry 
also fell to the rear and were . mounted 
on pack mules. Hunting was freely per- 
mitted, but game was too scarce to 
supply one-tenth of so large a command. Dur- 
ing the day scouts found 

A FRESH TRAIL 

of 600 lodges on the right flank: This led 
straight toward the Black Hills region. Smaller 
scattering trails still continue leading in the 
sam jon, all proving Gen. Crook’s des- 
perate move -on behalf of that frontier was 
more than justified. The men behaved like 
heroes, discontented officers alone usually giv- 
ing utterance to complaint. 

In the afternoon Gen. Crook determined 
upon sending forward to Deadwood or Crook 
City for supplies there to be forwarded, to meet 
the command at the earliest possible moment. 
Quarter rations for three days remained, and it was 
hoped abundant supplies could thus be fur- 
nished the troops on the day this scanty allow- 
ance was exhausted. Maj. Anson Miles, of 
Company M, Third Cavalry, was placed in com- 
mand of 150 men to make the arduous ride. 

FIFTEEN PICKED MEN AND HORSES 
from each of the companies of the Third Cav- 
alry were selected to comprise this force. The 
junior officers were Lieut. Bubb, Commissary 
of Subsistence of the expedition; Lieuts. Craw- 
ford. Company G, Third Cavalry; Von Lut wits, 
Company C, and Schwatka, same regiment. 
Thomas Moore had charge of 20 packers and 40 
mules to furnish the necessary trans- 
portation. Thé little column filed out of 
camp under cover of darkness. It was 
assailed by a drenching rain, and finally halted 
for a few hours’ rest at midnight, having ridden 
15 miles since morning. Frank Gruard, Gen. 
Crook’s scout, led the band, and, as usual, dis- 
played wonderful skill. At 4 o’clock a. m. on 
the 8th Col. Miles again started forward in 
the face of heavy rain. The detachment 
halted but an hour at noon to make coffee, and 
yet at 8 p. m. had only proceeded some-25 miles 
on account of the broken country and miserable 
footing. At the hour just named, Frank

from his position a few hundred yards in advance. 

Coming hastily backward, he announced the 
discovery of an Indian village. He said it was 
four miles distant; that they were not discov- 
ered, and advised an immediate secretion of the 
troops in a guily adjacent, The strength of the 
village could only be estimated by the num- 
ber of poniés out grazing in the vicin- 
ity, as the tepees were sheltered by 
low hills. Having bad instructions to attack 
any force he was confident of whipping, and 
being certain from appearances that this one 
was small, Col. Mills at once 

DETERMINED TO STRIKE THE ENEMY. 

A consultation of officers resulted in 
the attack being postponed until just 
at dawn this morning. The troops 


were carefully led baca halt a mile and secreted | 


in the bottom of a deep chasm formed by the 
Bad Lands. The rain still continued to fall, 
and the brave but tired and hungry men 
spent a most dreary night in mud and 
water at places nearly a foot deep. 
But feeble fires were allowed for fear 
of attracting the attention of the hostiles. The 
terrible night wore on, and the horses ard men, 
crowded like bees, unable to get either food or 
rest. At 2 o'clock this a. m. a start for the vil- 
lage was effected. An hour of floundering 
through mud and water brought the 
column to the hiil overlooking the hostile 
camp. Ail the cavalry save 25 men dismount- 
ed. The latter were to charge through the vil- 
lage under Lieut. Schwatka and sweep out the 
ponies, while the dismounted men were to ad- 
vance simultaneously on both sides of the vil- 
lage and waylay the retreating savages. The 
balance of the cavalry horses with the 
pack train, under the care of Lieut. 
Bubb, were held in the rear of 
the hill, The men thus occupied weakened the 
attacking force to 125 men. The column cau- 
tiously advanced, and reached the village con- 
siderably before day. The ponies belonging to 
the hostiles were scattered on every hand, and 
immediately commenced neighing the alarm. 
For fear the savages might escape in lots on ac- 
count of this exasperated warning, Col. Miles 
resolved not to delay a moment, and instead of 
carrying out his plan, ordered a charge, and at 
the same time commenced an attack from the 
nearest side of the village. ö

THE IRISH IN LOCAL POLITICS. 
There is little doubt that the notorious 


Know-Nothing coalition between the Irish 
and Germans, known as the People’s party, 
which was formed in this city about three 
years ago to get possession of the local Gov- 
ernment, was finally disrupted by the inor- 
dinate greed of the Irish politicians for office. 
They wanted the Germans to furnish the 
necessary votes to secure the majority, but 
they wanted all the offices themselves. They 
possessed themselves of the Board of Alder- 
men, the Count# Board, and the most of 
the local positions to which pay is attached, 
but which are not on that account so lucra- 
tive as the unsalaried offices. The Ger- 
mans very naturally became disgusted with 
such an arrangement, and partly on this ac- 
count and partly on account of the disreputa- 
ble character of the administration which re- 
sulted from the coalition, the combination 
went to pieces, and the parties locally as 
well as nationally resolved themselves into 
Republican and Democratic. But pretty 
much all the remains, of that coalition now 
in office are Irishmen. The Sheriff's office is 
yet under Irish dominion. Nearly all the 
Aldermen of the People’s party who secured 
re-election are Irish. In the County Board 
there are MoCarrnry, Comer, Cannot, 
Crzany, Lonzracan, and Moxzor, six out of 
the majority of eight which has been mainly 
responsible for the abuses of which the peo- 
ple of Cook County complain. And, had it 
been possible to keep together the elements 
that combined to control the Local Govern- 
ment, it is safe to say that, by this time, 
every position outside of the judiciary would 
have been tenanted by some gentleman of 
Irish birth or extraction, while all the subor- 
dinate patronage would have been distrib- 
uted among the very frequently not over- 
creditable self-constituted representatives of 
the different countries and families of the 
Emerald Isle who have chosen Chicago as 
their residence. 

Now that the People’s party is a thing of 
the past, and the Irish politicians have given 
up the hope of securing office at the hands of 
a Foreign Know-Nothing coalition, and the 
Germans for the most part have sought the 
Republican party as their natural affinity, 
the Irish politicians have returned to their 
first love, and again court the Democratic 
party for nearly all the offices to be disposed 
of at the approaching election. We have 
been at pains to make up a partial list of the 
Irish candidates for local preferment who, 
either ih person or through their friends, 
seek the nominations of the local Democratic 
Conventions. The list is necessarily incom- 
plete, and doubtless should be much larger, 
but it is large enough to give some idea of 
the extent to which the Irish politicians con- 
trol the local party organization. Here are 
as many as we have been able to recall :

of getting offices or desiring them, 
the very fact of voting to the Irish Democrat 
includes an office more or less remote, of a 
lugh or low degree, or some part of the per- 
sonal benefits of our political system.

LEGISLATIVE NOMINATIONS. 

We repeat to the politicians and party 
managers that, independent and above all 
party considerations, the people of Chicago, 
at the coming election, will insist upon hon- 
est, intelligent, competent, and experienced 
men to répresent this tax-ridden and debt- 
burdened community in the State Legisla- 
ture. It is of no use to appeal to people to 
vote the party ticket, when the party ticket 
és not fit to be voted for. The affairs of this 
city need the best and most experienced 
men, and the public will vote for these, on 
whatever ticket they may find them, without 
reference to politics. It will not do to say 
that a candidate for the Legislature is a good 
fellow, is a rising man, that he would be 
helped in his business, that he is respecta- 
ble, and a good party man; the question is, 
Is the candidate experienced, and has he any 
interest in or knowledge of the peculiar em- 
barrassments, legal and financial, of the city, 
and the pressing necessity for legislative re- 
lief? This is no time for compliments. 
When a man is sick, he does not wanta good 
fellow, nor a respectable man, nor one who 
can make «a speech, nor a strong 
party man, uniess he be also a com- 
petent and experienced physician. The 
City of Chicago is in sore distress, 
and wants men to go to Springfleld who 
understand her wants, who are acquainted 
with all her circumstances and know the 
remedies needed, and it will be criminal folly 
to elect any other persons to represent the 
city. If the Republican party cannot find 16 
men in Cook County of the character and fit- 
ness needed at this time to represent Chicago 
in the Legislature, then the people will se- 
lect the men without reference to the Repub- 
lican party. So with the Democrats. The 
people are in no temper to put up with mere 
machines,—men seeking their own personal 
gain. They ask the two parties to nominate 
first-class men, and whichever party will offer 
candidates of that class may depend upon a 
large popular vote which will be given for no 
others, no matter by what party nominated. 
There is a growing list of a very miscella- 
neous character of persons named as pros- 
pective candidates for the Legislature, and 
this list gives but little promise of any benefit 
to the city. The only remedy fora bad nom- 
ination for the Legislature is to beat the 
nominee at the polls by voting fora better 
man, and party conventions may as well un- 
derstand that that policy will be adopted by 
a large body of citizens of all parties. 


THE CITY GAS SUPPLY. 

The statistics of the supply and cost of 
gas in various American cities, which ha 
been compiled by the present City Govern- 
ment since the dispute between the city and 
the Gas Companies arose, throw but little 
light on the subject, being for the most part 
as dim as corporation gas-lightiteelf. It is 
very evident that the charge for furnishing 
gas to public corporations is nowhere ganged 
merely by the cost of manufacture and a fair 
profit on the supply, for the prices vary 
enormously, as compared in different cities, 
and as compared between the public corpo- 
rations and private consumers. Thus, for 
instance, the City of Cleveland pays only 
$1.75 per 1,000 for public consumption, 
while the charge to private consumers is 
$2.25 per 1,000; yet in Detroit, where 
the price has run down as low as 75 
cents to a portion of the private con- 
sumers, the corporation pays $2 per 
1,000. 80 in New York the range for 
public consumption is all the way from $23 
to $50 per lamp per year. Philadelphia pays 
$45 per lamp per year while using seven-feet 
burners, while Chicago has been paying at 
the rate of about $55 per lamp, we believe, 
while using nominally only five-feet burners. 
Thus there is no means of settling the oon- 
troversy as regards a fair price for gas in this 
city by citing the prices elsewhere. Another 
reason why this rule will not apply is that 
Chicago is about the first city that has started 
the reform of gas bills in earnest. The result 
is that the outcome of the Chicago contro- 
versy will be awaited with interest elsewhere, 
while it is not practicable for Chicago to get 
help from other cities. The nearest point 
of comparison of any value is that St. Louis 
only pays $30 per lamp per year, while the 
private consumers have been paying $2.85, 
though Chicago has been paying nearly 
double that figure for city consumption, 
using the same size of burner, while the pri- 
vate consumers of Chicago have been paying 
but little more than the private consumers 
in St. Louis. 

Chicago, then, must settle this gas matter 
for itself. We do not believe the Council 
have any disposition to treat the Gas Compa- 
nies unfairly, but we are equally hopeful 
that the Aldermen will stand honestly by the 
rights of the people. Now, investigation has 
convinced the Aldermen who have 


whole will be put in operation, and will fur- 
nish one of the best, most inexhaustible, and 
efficacious supplies of water now enjoyed by 
any city on this Continent. As a protection 
against the extension of fire it will compare 
favorably with any system now in operation. 
It may not be amiss to explain briefly this 
system as now enlarged and perfected. In 
1867, to meet a long pressing necessity, the 
city constructed a tunnel from a point on 
Chiéago avenue, 200 feet from the lake, ex- 
tending eastward at an average depth of 80 
feet under the lake to a point two miles from 
the shore. Here there was a shaft sunk, 
over which a permanent building was erected. 
The water in the lake at this point 
was 35 feet deep. Connected at 
the shore end with the lake tun- 
nel were constructed several immense 
wells, and over these were erected the pump- 
ing-works, by the force of which the water 
is distributed through the service-pipes to all 
parts of the city. This tunnel had the 
capacity to deliver 55,000,000 gallons of 
water daily; but such was the growth of the 
city that in afew years it became obvious 
that it would soon prove inadequate to the 
wants of the city. Then the construction of 
a second tunnel was ordered. This was com- 
pleted and a connection made with the outer 
shaft, and its general course was near and 
parallel with the original tunnel. But with 
a view of having a better distribution, and 
to give a greater force to the whole volume 
of water, this second tunnel was extended 
under the city two miles or more, in a south- 
west direction, to the junction of Twenty- 
second street and Ashland avenue. At this 
point the buildings, wells, and machinery of 
the existing pumping-works were duplicated. 
It is this second pumping-establishment 
which will be put in operation within a few 
days. The first lake tunnel was of five feet 
diameter, the second was seven feet 
in diameter; but, for some reason unknown 
to us, but doubtless satisfactory to the 
engineers, the present connection between 
this new tunnel and the new pumping-works 
is of reduced dimensions, say five feet, which 
fact, of course, reduces the capacity of the 
new tunnel proportionately. Both tunnels 
are available at the original works, and the 
supply there may be made 75,000,000 or 
more gallons daily, and at the new works the 
present supply will be about 30,000,000 gal- 
lons; or a total of water from the lake of 
105,000,000 gallons of water daily. Addi- 
tional tunnels can be constructed at any 
time, the source being inexhaustible. 

This much relates only to the introduction 
of the water from the lake. At present, un. 
der the demand for water on occasions, as in 
extreme hot weather, and the great waste by 
consumers, the remote districts of the city 
are at certain hours of the day but scantily 
supplied with water, and often have none. 
In other districts the force is so weak that the 
water does not rise to the second floor. An 
end sought by the wide separation of..the 
pumping establishments was to equalize this 
force more evenly, and to furnish all parts of 
the city with abundance of water and 
with increased force. For this purpose 
there was. laid a large main of 24 
inch diameter, extending from the Water- 
Works at Chicago avenue through Rush, 
Oak, Crosby, and Division streets two miles 
and more westward to Ashland aveuue, and 
south on that street to Harrison street, a 
distance of two miles, where it connected 
with a 36-inch main running north from the 
new works on Twenty-second street one and 
a half miles south. Another main of 24-inch 
pipe was laid from the old Water-Works on 
Chicago avenue southwardly through Pine 
and River ts to Wabash avenue, and 
thence to Thirty-fifth street, a distance of 
five miles. A third main of 36 inches was 
laid from the same starting-point, which 
crossed the river and extended south thruugh 
LaSalle street to Harrison street. From the 
new works on Ashland avenue a 36-inch 
main is laid north to Harrison street, where 
it connects with the main from the north, 
and also a 36-inch main is laid on Twenty- 
second street extending east, through Canal- 
port avenue and Eighteenth street, to Wabash 
avenue, connecting with the main from the 
north. There is also a 36-inch main from 
Twenty-second street running south on 
Throop street and Mainstreet to Archer ave- 
nue, and thence from the latter street to 
Wabash avenue at Thirty- first street. 
It will be seen that these large mains 
extend like a belt around the city, 
with other large mains connecting the 
outer lines at various points. Since the fire 
the laying of four-inch and six-inch water 
pipes has been abandoned, and those laid 
since then have been 8, 12, and 16-inch 
pipes, fed by others of 24, 28, and 36-inch 
pipes. In many places the smaller pipes 
have been left in the ground and furnish 
dwellings with water, while 8 or 12-inch 
pipes have been laid in the same streets, con- 
nected exclusively with the fire-hydrants. At 
various points through the city vast cisterns 
have been constructed for the use of the Fire 
Department; these are supplied from the 
lake tunnel or from the 36-inch mains, and 
are inexhaustible. 

On the Ist of January last there were laid 
in Chicago 410 miles of water pipe, df which 
4 miles were of 36-inch; 13 miles of 24-inch, 
11 miles of 16-inch, 19 miles of 12-inch, 2 
miles of 10-inch, 71 mile of 8-inch, and 155 
miles of 6-inch. In New York, Nov. 12,1875, 
there were 255 miles of (- inch water-pipe. 

The engines at the old Water-Works have 
a capacity to pump daily 74,000,000 gallons 
of water. These engims have been sub- 
stantially duplicated atthe new works. In 
March, 1876, the daily cmsumption of water 
was 44,000,000 gallons. 

When the new and th¢ old works are both 
in operation, each fordng water mto the 
same system, the supply of water will reach 
every building in the xtreme outskirts of 
the city, and it is estimated that there will 
be a pressure of 30 pounds in the remotest 
fire-hydrant in the city. And herein will be 
one of the greatest advintages and benefits 
of the increased water trvice. When Chi- 
cago adopted the ordingece prohibiting the 
erection of wooden btildings, there were 
then in existence many thousands of such 
structures in all parts of the city. As a gen-

in Putnam County have become necessary in 
the warmer seasons to meet the demand. 
The construction of a new aqueduct at a 
cost of $15,000,000 to $20,000,000, with an 
annual expense of $1,000,000 for repairs and 
keeping, is regarded, however, as among the 
necessities in the future. The original cost 
of the New York Croton Aqueduct was about 
$20,000,000, with large additional expendi- 
tures since then. The total cost of the Chi- 
cago water-system, including all the new 
works to completion, is about $950,000.

Taken as a whole, the water-system of Chi- 
cago at this time is the best and most com- 
plete in the United States, and admits of in- 
definite extension at small cost. As a means 
of protection against fire it is without an 
equal, both as regards the supply and the 
adequacy and completeness of its distribu- 
tion. In quality the water has no superior. 
With the new works the supply will permit 
its use without stint, and the supply will be 
as liberal in the suburbs as at the lake shore. 
And pure water in abundance is one of the 
greatest blessings that can fall to the lot of 


any community of people. 


THE TRUTH ABOUT GALILEO. 
A correspondent of the New York Pen- 


ing Post, writing from Rome, Italy, contrib- 
utes to that paper some exceedingly interest- 
ing facts touching the trials of Gamo be- 
fore the Holy Office of the Inquisition in 
1616 and 1633. The information is derived 
from the original records of the two trials, 
which are now publighed for the first time 
by Prof: Domenico Berti. The history of 
the records themselves is of more than ordi- 
nary interest. During the French occupa- 
tion of Rome they were carried to Paris, 
and remained thers 40 years. Many learned 
men were allowed to read them, and Napo- 
Leon I. at one time ordered their publication, 
but for some reason the order was not com- 
plied with. The Vatican authorities made 
several requests for their return, but without 
success, until Louis Purmiprz ascended the 
throne, when Pros IX. made an earnest 
solicitation for them. The request was 
finally granted. The Pope kept them 
for a long time in his - posses. 
sion, and they were finally consigned 
to the secret archives of the nation, where 
they still remain. Their publication gives 
the world the first authentic account of these 
celebrated trials, and, it may be added, does 
not relieve the Church from the absurd and 
superstitious fear of Science which it mani- 
fested in those early days. 

The story which these records tell is sub- 
stantially this: The great astronomer came 
to Rome in 1610 after the publication of his 
book, the Nunzio Sidereo,” expecting that 
the blessing of the Church would cheer him 
on in his scientific studies, and little dream- 
ing of the sort of welcome that was awaiting 
him. He brought his telescope; which he 
had recently discovered, with him, exhibited 
it, explained it, and showed the learned so- 
cieties the satellites of IPiter with it. Ga- 
Lingo and his telescope were soon the sensa- 
tion of Rome, and of course attracted the 
attention of the Inquisitors, who imme- 
diately decided that his doctrimes con- 
tradicted the Scriptures. His studies 
were stopped, and his writings were 
confiscated, and from that time ‘to the 
end of his life, the bigots of the Inquisition 
followed him with persistent persecution. 
He repaired to Florence, resumed his studies, 
wrote letters explaining his theory of the 
movement of the earth, and even answered 
the denunciatory sermons of the monks, 
Their only reply was to drag him before the 
Inquisition for trial in 1616. His sentence 
was the imperious command of Cardinal 
Bettarmino: Tou will philosophiz® no 
more; you will reason no more on the move- 
ment of the earth, and the constitution of 
Galmno promised to be silent, 
and kept the promise through 17 long years of 
mental torture. Unable to restrain himself 
longer, he began again to publish the results 
of his studies, only to find the bigots upon 
his track again, with Pope Us VIII., of 
the Bann family, at their head. He 
was dragged before the Inquisition the sec- 
ond time for trial, at the age of 70, and a de- 
cree for the execution of torture was entered. 
Such is the brief but authentic history of

So long as it is sub- 
ject, in any fundamental respect, to ordinary 
legislation, it will remain, as at present,

In the absence of uniform legis- 
lative prescription for the whole State, every 
city and county now has its own principle, 


the State Constitution have an article so 
worded as to egfablish a definite rule; for it 
is much more difficult to change the Consti- 
tution than it is to alter a statute.

for several years, under a rigorous provision 
in the State Constitution, the good results 
would be so manifest that no proposal of 
change would meet with favor. But still 
better would be an article to the same effect 
in the Federal Conatitution. For that would 
give us a truly mational institution; compel- 
ling each State to make provision for popular 
education, without discrimination as to race, 
or birth, or creed,—a duty now greatly neg- 
lected at the South,—and securing 
uniformity of principle throughout the Union. 
We should then be able to point to an Amer- 
ican system. Moreover, such an amend- 
ment once adopted could be changed only by 
a two-thirds vote of each House of Congress, 
and a subsequent ratification of three-fourths 
of the States. There would be no doubt of 
its permanence. 

What now must be the essential restric 
tions in such a constitutional amendment in 
order to meet the difficulties of our American 
problem? Precisely two, in our judgment. 
First, there should be a prohibition of any 
State-support of sectarian or denominational 
schools, directly or indirectly, This would 
strike a death-blow to the hopes of those of 
the Roman Catholic hierarchy, which 
insists that the State ought to appro- 
priate funds to support the religious 
schools of that denomination in pro- 
portion to the number of their children. 
Doubtless they await the looked-for day 
when they can secure a majority in some of 
the States favorable to this project. The 
proposal must be made utterly impracticable 
in the whole country by a clear prohibition 
in an educational amendment to the Federal 
Constitution. Then, secondly, to balance 
this, as a matter of justice to all concerned,

2. That the elevators can be easily approached by 
vessels of ordinary draft, and can load cars during 
rainy weather. 

3. That all grain cleaned in this city be placed 
in special bins, and not recognized as regular. 

These requirements would seem to be all fair 
enough. Atthesame time there are arguments 
adduced against the proposal, which will probably 
be considered when the matter comes before the 
Board. It is claimed that the first two require- 
ments are aimed at a couple of houses which could 
not be specified more closely by naming. them. 
The trade has, however, the right to decide the 
limitations of responsibility and convenience un- 
der which it will accept paper purporting to 
represent grain, and it ought to take immediate ac- 
tion in reference to cleaned and doctored grain, 
which is a nuisance in the trade, and a vile sore 
upon it.

WAGNER. 
THE NIBELUNGEN TRILOGY. 
Special Correspondence ef The Tribune. 
I. 


Barnxorn, Aug. 21.—The great moment of 
Wagner’s life has come. The end of 25 years 
cives him an experience to look back upon, 
in which everything from poverty to luxury, 
from contemp: and accusations of chariatanism 
to the most unlimited flattery, is included; and 
he finds himself surrounded by all the aristocra- 
cy of Germany, with the Emperor at their heaa, 
applauding him fordoing for German musical art 
what Bismarck did for German politics, in putting 
the stamp of nationality upon them. From the 
very beginning of his career, Wagner’s fore- 

most purpose has beer the establishment of a 
thoroughly German art,—not that Germany had 
no art, but because the art she had was not her 
own, but was borrowed, in opera and in drama, 
from foreign models. Italy had her opera and 
her Rossini; Germany her Mozart and her 
Gluck; but greatly as they differed from the 
Italian ear-tickler in their compositions, and dis- 
tasteful as were at first the operas, for instance, 
of Mozart to Italian audiences, yet neithe: 
Mozart nor Gluck—indeed, not even the more 
German Weber—was unhampered by those 
operatic traditions of which Rossini was by 
birthright the rightful heir. To free himself, 
therefore, from imitation of foreign models was 
Wagner’s first aim. This we see already in his 
early works, Tannhauser and Tonengrin,“ 
Which, while retaining to a great extent estab- 
lished musical forms (especially for songs), 
made a great advance over the Italian school in 
the importance attached to the libretto, the 

words of which were no longer to be repeated 

endlessly, without regard to the sense, merely 
for the sake of giving play to the trills, runs, 
and various contortions of the singers. This 


first step led to a still further advance. With

Hearing this, the dwarf climbs 
rapidly to the top of the rock on Which the treas- 
ure lies, and. cursing love, hé seizes the gofd 
and disappears in the depths, while all becomes 
dark, and the laughter of the Rhine daughters 
is changed to lamentations. 

The scene changes. No curtain falls, but the 
darkness which has been before our eyes since 
Alberich disappeared now sinks out of sight and 
leaves us in the presence of a huge castie which 

j in the background; the foreground is a 
mointain-height covered with shrubs and flow- 
ers, on which Wotan and Fricka, the Jupiter 
and Juno of Scandinavian mythology, are seen 
asleep; between the mountain-top and the castle 
flows the Rhine. Wotan had made a compact 
with the giants, Faner and Fasolt, by which 
they agreed to build him a castle, provided they 
should receive in return /ricka’s sister, the 
beautiful /reia. The castle is finished, and in 
alarm Frieka upbraids her husband ior entering 
upon a contract the execution of which his own 
interests would necessarily wish delayed. For 
through /reia the immortality of the gods is 
preserved. She alone can pluck the apples of 
youth by eating which the progress of age is 
preyented. Inthe midst oi their altercation, 
freia appears running in flight from the giants 
who have come to claim her. A moment later 
Fafner and Fasolt themselves arrive and de- 
mand the maiden. Motan refuses. In aston- 
isment, the giants remind him that the power 
he has lies in his position as the defender of the 
sacredness of oaths and compacts. If he is 
himself guilty of their violation, his 
supremacy is lost. Wotan still refuses, but 
is full of anxiety for the coming of the 
craity Loge, who had advised him to 
make the agreement with the giant, and 
on whom he now relies for the means 
to outwit them. But the giants are in haste for 
their reward. They seize /’reia, who calis loud- 
ly for her brothers to aid her—for Von and 
Donner (Thor), the god of light and the god of 
thunder and Anus, who threaten to strike 
the giants de But Wotan interferes with his 
speer, which is the emblem of good faith. At 
this moment Loge arrives. He has been search- 
ing the world for something to offer the 
giants in place of /reia, but everywhere finds 
woman’s love held at the highest value. One 
man alone he finds who values something else 
more highly—the Nibelung, Alverich, who holds 
the stolen — 4 a as the the greatest treas- 
ure. The giants inquire into the worth of this 
gold. It will give the mastery of the world to 
it into aring.

The 
Rhine-gold had been forged into a ring, and by 
its might Alberich had compelled Mime to make 
him a cap according to his directions. Hime 
suspects the hidden virtue of the “ tarnhelm,”’ 
as the cap is called, and tries to — it for him- 
self; but Alverich seizes it, and, putting it on, 
transforms himself into a pillar of smoke, in 
which form he deals Mime a succession of in- 
visible blows that lay him flat on the ground, 
and then goes off to look after the other Nibe- 
lungs. Atthis moment Wotan and Loge are 
seen making their way down from the world 
above. They address Mime, and hear about the 
wonderful tarnbelm. But the sound of the re- 
turning Alerich makes Mime run off in alarm. 
Thrashing every one within reach, Alberich 
appears, drivi the crowd of Nibel- 
ungs, loaded with treasure, before him. By the 
power of the ring, he makes them toil for him 
alone, and heap the gold they find before him.

of all the tragic events, which reach their cul- 
mination only in the Gotterdammerung.“ 
But as yet the curse of the ring has shown itself 
only in the death of Faso. In like manner, 
the music of * Rhine-gold”’ is strictly prelim- 
inary to the overpowering development which it 
is later to receive. We become familiar with 
the themes singly, and not blended into that 


harmonious complexity which is carried to such 
indescribable grandeur in the two last dramas. 
As those who are familiar with Wagner’s earlier 
works are aware, to him belongs the credit of 
inventing the dramatic use of “leading mo- 
tives, or Leit-motive. These are nothing more 
than melodious phrases which attach to differ- 
ent characters, and give them a musical indi- 
viduality. Such metives may appear for the 
first time with the first appearance on the scene 
of the characters to which they belong; or they 
may foreshadow these characters’ approach; or 
they may be taken up by the orchestra in pres- 
ence of other characters for the sake of height- 
ening the contrast between a present state of 
feeling and one that is remembered from the 
past. Thus the motive with which the introduc- 
tion to “Rhine-Gold’”’ begins is con- 
nected later with the prophetess Frda, 
with whom, as the determining power 
of fate itself, the idea of eternity which we have 
said the introductory motive expresses is 
properly connected. The beautiful motive of 
the Rhine-daughters is heard on their first com- 
ing; that of the Rhine-gold where the sun 
shines down upon it. And where /ricka points 
to the castle built for Wotan, we hear for the 
first time the stately Walhalla motive, which is 
soon interrupted by the inexpressibly beautiful 
motive which accompanies /reia’s flight from 
the giants, and expresses her maidenly timidity. 
No form of musical expression could better il- 
lustrate the contrast between the characters of 
the giants and Loge than their respective 
motives. The sound of the Giant motive pre- 
pares us fe the approach of an elephant among 
men, and ti awkward clumsiness of the giants 
does not disappoint us. But the motive ol 
Loge is eunning personified; after a single hear- 
ing of it, we could be satisfied with no other to 
express the quick-wittedness gf the god who al- 
ways knows more than he expresses. Such are 
some of the principal motives of which we are 
to hear more in the latter dramas. To say that 
they follow one another in a certain order, and 
are the cout rolling features of so much of the 
music of this scene or of that is all that words 
can do to describe what Wagner has substituted 
for the Italian succession of aria, recitative, 
duet, trio, chorus, and fimale. There are no 
such things in his dramas. But the remaining 
parts of the I rilogy will best exemplify the suc- 
cess of his substitutions for them. W.

The air is full of rumors with regard to the

It will reach out with one arm 
to the newspaper-oflices, regulating the appoint- 
ment and dismissal of critics, and securing the 
insertion of advertising matter in the news col- 
umns without charge; in another direction it 
will grasp the job printers, compelling them to 
advance art by printing show-bills below the 
cost price of the work. If the Association has 
another arm to spare, we presume it will catch 
the people and compel them to attend the the- 
atres. These subjects and many more were 
under discussion at the preliminary meeting. 
The views of the several managers present can 
be easiest gathered by a brief abstract of the 
proceedings. Mr. Pertinax was in the chair. 

Mr. Van Arman, being called upon to state 
the object of the meeting, said he regretted 
very much that there were so few persons 
present.

Last Sunday Tas TRIBUNE presented in these 
colamns a sketch of the First Presbyterian 
Church of Hyde Park, and now, continuing its 
histories of the church organizations of the sub- 
wb named, it presents to its readers the facts 
in the life of the Protestant Episcopal Church 


as follows: 

The parish of St. Faul's Church, Hyde Park, 
was May 11, 1859, as authorized by 
the laws of the Episcopal Church. The applica- 


tion for admission was signed by P. L. Sherman, 


Job Taber, Augustus Taber, John Blackwell, 


Jacob Bockee, Abraham Bockee, John Middle- 
ton, James Grant Wilson, Thomas Webb, John 
A. Kennicott, and Mr. Bridgeman. 

The first service, which was held July 10 fol- 
jowing, was conducted by the Rev. E. B. Tuttle, 
pow Chaplain in the United States Army. John 
H. Kenzie was present at the service. A meet- 
mg was held at this time for the election of offi- 
cers, which resulted in the choice of Jacob 
Bockee for Senior Warden, with the usual num- 
der of Vestrymen. It was mainly owing to the 
efforia of Dr. Bockee and his estimable wife 
that the parism was held together in the early 

of its organization. Lay reading only was 
conducted at this time, and until the spring of 
192, when the Rev. Thomas Smith (afterwards 
editor of the Vorthwestern Church) became its 
firat Rector. A building lot was obtained in July, 
1962, and plans then prepared for a church edi- 
fice, but the building was not completed until 
the spring of 1869, when it cost about $7,000. 

The difference in opinion regarding the pro- 
priety of laying the corner-stone of the new 
church with Masonic ceremonies caused a rup- 
ture in the affairs of the parish, which was fol- 
lowed by a season of inactivity. In June, 1868, 
smeeting was called to reorganize the parish, 
gad new ofjicers were elected, about which time 
the Sunday-school wes started by Mrs. E. C. 


Feb. 15, 1869, a call was extended to the Rev. 
F. Bugbee, of Manhasset, N. I., who ac- 
tepted and took charge of the parish immedi- 
nely afterwards. March 29, 1569, the first ser- 
fees were held in the new church. In 
June of the same year the Vestry re- 
plved to build a rectory, and the pres- 
mt edifice was soon theredftcr erected, at 
scost of about $6,000. The cushions and car- 
in the church, as well as the organ, were the 
tontribution of the ladies of the Sunday-school 
ind of the parish; the chancel window was the 
design of Miss Annie G. Wilson. In May, 1871, 
the scholars of the Sunday-school donated the 
dell, costing $250. In February of this year, the 
urch fund being considerably depleted, the 
Vestry.were obliged to dispose of the rectory 
1 lot. Upon the resignation of the 
Rev. Mr. Bugbee, in January, 1871, the Rev. T. 
K. Coleman took temporary charge of the par- 
ish. Mr. Coleman continued his relations until 
April, 1872, when, after a short interval, the 
Rev. Dr. McMurdy, D. D., was elected Rector 
of the parish, continuing his administration for 
sbout three years, and during this time 873 per- 
bons were baptized by hini. During his rector- 
ship the rectory was repurchased, and is now 
the property oi the parish; the repurchase was 
elected in 1874. Liberal donations were made 
by Mr. James Morgan and others, enabling the 
estry to repossess the rectory and making 
large additions to the church. 

After the resignation of the Rev. Dr. McMur- 
dy, the Rev. Mitton C. Dotton took charge of 
the parish, but he has recently left to continue 
‘his studies at the General Theological Seminary 


in New York. 

of the parish has been a checkered 
one, but it has always given evidence of great 
bereut strength. Its receipts from all sources 
for the year ending March 20. 1875, were 85, 
“2.76. The parish is now without a settled Rec- 
tor, but the Vestry have recently galled the Rev. 
Mr. Curran, of Galt, Canada West. The present 
ollicers of the church are: Henry T. Chace, Sen- 
jor Warden; R. W. Bridge, Junior Warden; 
James Morgan, B. F. Ayer, A. Waldron, 8. H.

Ritchie, Clerk of Vestry. 

A new and fine toned organ has recently been 
added to the church, the result of the efforts of 
the Ladies’ Society. A pair of solid silver alms- 

have also been presented. During the 
past year the parish has met with a great be- 
reavement in the loss by death of the beloved 
wife of its late ILtector.— Mrs. M. E. McMurdy,—a 
lady gifted with rare culture of mind, possessed 
of every attraction, and full of Caristian graces, 
calculated to win the esteem and affection of 
those about her. Some idea may be formed of 
the estimation in which she was held from the 
fact that when her former parishioners learned 
of her decease on a Sunday morning, in four 
hours afterward they were on their way to Niles 
Mich., to attend her funeral, having engaged 
i special train for that purpose.

finite. I measure other people's ignorance by 
my own in making that statement. The name 
Dunker,“ itself only a nickname, is corrupted 
into “ Dunkard”’ by many persons, and from 
Dunkard“ ninto “Drunkard,” until there 
are actually people, not a few, who believe the 
right name of this sect to be “ Drunkard,” and 
that they are socalled because they have a habit 
of frequently being intoxicated. Anything more 
unlike the reality could hardly be invented.

strongly that I began at once to hunt up some- 
thing of their — It is both very obscure 
and very ancient. They are older than the Ref- 
ormation, older than Martin Luther himself. 
Luther changed the mode of baptism of the 
primitive Christian Church, they say. 

Ages ago, as far back as the time of the 
Aposties, a number of Christians settled in 
Tarace and Greece. They were called the Paul- 
icians, and in their obscure regions preserved 
the simplicity of the primitive Christian Church 
as Opposed to the Church of Rome. The Paul- 
icilans were accused by the Romish Church of 
favoring the doctrine of universal salvation, a 
statement founded on the accusations of their 
theological enemies, and your theological enemy 
is the bitterest, most conscientious enemy on 
earth. In course of time the Paulicians, driven 
by wars from their home in Thrace, emigrated, 
like nearly all emigrants since the historic age 
begun, to the westward, and scattered over the 
south of Europe, through Italy, Switzerland, 
and France. There they became the Albigenses 
and the Waldenses,—waile history lasts names 
which will stand as monuments to the unknown, 
unnumbered millions, who have perished on the 
altar of the demon of theological hate. 

From these Albigenses, who appeared in great 
numbers in Soutnern France 300 years belore 
the Keformation, are undoubtedly descended, in 
their religious iaith, the German Baptists of to- 
day. They first appear under that name about 
the year 1520. ‘Their early history is a history 
of flames and martyrdom. So late as the reign 
of Queen Elizabeth, two German Baptists were 
pubiicly burned at the stake. 

The German Baptist Churchin America was 

established about the year 1729, at Germantown, 
Pa., by Alexander Mack and his associates. 
They fled from Germany to America on ac- 
count of religious persecutions in their native 
land. Alexander Mack aud seven other persons 
baptized one another in the River Aeder, in 
Germany, in 1708. For this dire offense they 
were fined, imprisoned, aud impoverished at 
last, and at length compelled to flee to the wilds 
of America. That one man of this little band 
of eight might not be held in more honor than 
anotuer, they entered into a covenant never to 
reveal the name of him who first baptized, or 
was first baptized, and to this day itis not 
known. That little circumstance is an exponent 
of the character of the German Baptists. A 
strict avoidance of all ostentation and of 
worldly honors, even to the extent of refusing 
to hold political office, is among their most dis- 
tin ng traits. 
They do not baptize children. They say it is 
not commanded. The central sun ana principle 
of their religion is this: They study the New 
Testament, and claim to take it literally, word 
for w as their guide in all the transactions 
of life. Their members are forbidden to take 
an oath, to go to war, to collect debts by law, 
or to go to law in any case whatever. All their 
difficulties and aiffcrerkes must be worked 
through in spirit,” and settled between man 
and man, or by aid of the Church Council. 
Whatever evils cannot thus be removed are en- 
joined simply to be endured, in the spirit of love 
and patience. 

If one of their members refuses to ey his 
debts, he is summarily dealt with in the Church. 
They are forbidden to let any of their members 
go to the County Poorhouse, and their members 
are forbidden to go begging, on the authority of 
the Bible text, “ There shall be no beggar 
among you.” They findaruie for everything 
in the Bible. 

Their preachers do not take the name of 
„Reverend.“ They do not find it in the Bible, 
they say. There seems to be no formula or ar- 
bitrary authority among them. Their very 
church rules are put in the form of mild advice. 
** Considered that it is not advisable,” etc., the 
printed rules say. It is wonderful, though, the 
authority this gentle advice has over their peo- 
ple. The whole manner of the Dunkers I saw 
seemed so gentle, tolerant, and sweet, that I 
could scarely believe it was real. 

Vo you mean to tell me that they really live 
up to ali these fine principles!” i asked of a 
gentleman, a Presbyterian, who gaye me my 
Urst information in regard to these people. 

„% Yes; they do,“ he said; at least more than 
any other Curistians do.“ 

They really are more honest than other people 
in their dealings, and they do not take advap- 
tage of people in bargains, like the rest of man- 
kind. If people would live as the Dunkers do, 
I tell you, it would be a different sort of world. 

I learned mach of them from a conversation 
with their preacherat Dayton, Elder George 
Haller. 

„J observe your Church rules forbid members 
to go to war, said your correspondent. * Didn't 
any of the Dunkers fight in the Union army!“ 

Elder George Halier smiled a smile which was 
partly to himself and partly to me. Yes, they 
did,” said he, and they went in spite of the 
Chureh rules.”’ 

Were they turned out of meeting! 

Elder George Haller smiled again. “I 
couldn’t say that they were, to any great ex- 
tent. There wasmy son, whom you saw to- 
day, a preacher himself, who served through 
the War. He said he felt called to go, rules or 
no rules, and go he did, and the Captain told 
me he was one of the finest soldiers in the regi- 
ment. 

I wouldn't take my oath that there! wasn’t a 
little carnal pride in Elder George Haller’s eye 
as he said that last. 

„Well, they didn’t turn my son out of meet- 
ing.“ continued the Elder. “They didn’t do 
anything about it, one way or the other. They 
just let it alone.” 

Doubtless the young man’s case was one of 
those irremediable evils which the brethren 
simply bore with in the spirit of love and 
patience.” 

All of which at length brings us again to the 
“little church around the corner.” A singu- 
lar calm and peace somehow seemed to 
fall on the visitor the moment he enter- 
ed the rude and bare iittle sanctuary. A 
more vivid contrast between it and the 
noisy camp-meeting we had just left, can scarc ‘ely 
be imagined, much less described. None of the 
worsbipers in the bare little church appeared to 
be on iliar conversational] terms with the Al- 
mighty. No one arose from his seat ana began: 
* Tue Lord and me had a talk together this 
morning, and the Lord says to me, says he,“ etc. 
There was —— ofthat. The simple, quiet, 
deeply-reverential manner of the worshipers 
here seemed to fill the very air with a holy calm- 
“Intense religfbus excitements are ‘‘ considered 
not advisable’? in the Dunker Church rules. 
„We think,” said Elder Haller, “ that in enter- 
ing on a religious life, a man should count the 
cost of a building before the building is put up. 
We believe that God is a God of order, and that 
violent emotional exhortations for the purpose 
of exciting people and bringing them to mourn 
ing bencues is getting tings out of order. 
Accordingly in their rules it is “* considered 
that it is advisable “at all times to keep good 
order in accordance with the doctrine and exam- 
ple of the Apostles,“ and that it is not to the 
edification ol the Church of God to hold pro- 
tracted meetings and to introduce mourning 
benches.”’ 

The con ation was small—small even for 
the little box of a church. The Dunkers are not 
— to prosglyting. There are more of them 

the United States than anywhere else, chiefly 
settled in Pennsylvania. Thétre are a few of 
them in Germany still, and afew in Denmark, 
scarcely any clsewhere. Their sect is increasing, 
though, they say, albeit rather slowly, for their 
childreu jail uway irom tbe faith. Their 
services are so uiterly bald. |

n matter of greeting colored brethren 
with the holy kiss, the Church rules*say that in- 
asmuch as some white members have a weak- 
ness —— kissing colored folks, it is “ consid- 
ered advisable that the colored brethren put 
up with that weakness for the present, and ex- 
cuse the holy kiss, until such time as the White 
brethren become stronger in the fait. 

The German Baptists take their children to 
church, babies and ail, in ancient pioncer fash- 
ion. There were people in the little mecting- 
house from 70 years to 6 months old. The old 
Dunker women have the peacefulest, prettiest 
faces I ever saw on any old lady. The faces of 
the women, from the oldest to the youngest, 
are all so fair and sweet-looking. There sata 
veverable grandmother with snowy hair ana 
calm, fair tace. Beside her a beautiful young 
mother with her baby, the cunningest little 
bright-eyed Dunker baby, a perfect picture of 
the Madonna and child. And, if you'll believe 
me, even that Dunker baby wore on its face the 
Dunker look of ineffable calm, and peace too. 

You won’tbe surprised that the Dunker sis- 
ters’ faces look fair, and unwrinkled, and sweet- 
tempered, when | tell you how they dress. Their 
dress-up church costume isa plain-cut calico 
dress and cape, and a gray calico sun- 
bonnet. The men’s dress is of the 
very plainest cut, too. Only think of 
it, friends. Suppose we could one and all sud- 
denly cut away everything cumbrous and un- 
comfortable from our dress and from our lives, 
and have no more overskirts, bustles, ruffles, 
tight boots, tight dresses, tight coats, tight 
heads, or corn doctors; no pearl powder, faise 
hair, false smiles, or false hearts; no worry, and 
heartache, and scheming to dress as well as this 
woman or that one, and no wicked envy or spite 
in our hearts because we can’t do it; suddenly 
to throw all this rubbish aside forever, and be 
simply natural and comfortable? The very 
thought of it makes a woman’s heart ache to fly 
away and be a Dunker sister too. 

It must be something in the peaceful, simple 
lives of these women which makes them so 
pleasant to look at. It appears to me I never 
saw so many silk dresses together in my life 
as Isawin a Cincinnati congregation last Sun- 
day, and yet, among all those elegant ladies, 
I led to see one face as serene, and 
fair, and pure as the faces of many 
of the Dunker sisters that Sunday in the rude 
little church. It must be there is some hiu- 
den spell, too, ina straight, light calico dress 
and gray sun-bonnet, for the poung Dunker 
girls, who mostly wore the world’s dress, looked 
coarse and commonplace beside their mothers 
in the Dunker costume. 

Their church music might be improved, de- 
cidedly. They read a chapter or two from the 
Bible, and pray, and sing several hymns, in the 
course of their worship. They line all of their 
hymns, in a sort of nasal sing-song. In their 
selection of church tunes, the doleful long- 
meter minors appear to be the prime favorites, 
for some reason Which it is hard to understand, 
as one can not exactly see whya long-meter 
minor sang through the nose could be more ac- 
ceptable to God than Beethoven’s symphonies, 
The Dunker hymns are, perhaps, more pointed 
than poetical. Here are two lines of one they 
sang, | remember: 

He shall be saved who trusts my word, 
And damned who don’t believe. 

There was much Bible reading in the course 
of the service. The Dunkers think they cannot 
improve on the Bible much, and the sermon it- 
self was quite secondary to the Bible reading. 
It was not a sermon calculated to call more at- 
tention to the preacher that to his subject, be- 
ing only a mild, simple, reverential exhortation, 
One point about them impressed me more grand- 
ly than anything else. That was their generous 
and complete toleration of other people's o 
ions. I never observed anything like it ina 
Christian church before. This gentie, kindly 
spirit ef taleration come out everywhere among 
them. In their sermons and exhortations, when 
a speaker made a statement about which there 
could be any discussion, he always added this: 
“If any brother thinks differently, let bim 
speak his mind.“ They do not make hard. ag- 
gressive statements of their opinions, and then 
set in and abuse those who differ. They always 
— full weight and justice to 8 opin- 
ons, literally s ing no evil of any, for 
Christ’s sake, and maintaining at all times a de- 
cent respect for the dignity of humanity. 

Dunker preachers are not paid for their serv- 
ices. The Apostles earned their living with 
their hands; Dunker preachers do the same. 

About once a year, if I mistake not, the breth- 
ren practice their important services of feet- 
washing, the Lord’s Supper, and communion. 
As they understand the New Tastament, the 
Lord’s — — and the holy communion are two 
entirely erent ceremonies, and they make 
them so in their practice. Other churches have 
the holy communion, but omit the Lord's Sup- 
per, as these brethren understand it, 

How do you go through with the service“ 
asked I. 

We usually have a sermon on self-examina- 
tion. Then we provide basins of water and tow- 
els. Then the thirteenth chapter of John, about 
feet-washing, is read, and the brethren and sis- 
ters sit down in rows. Then some of the breth- 
ren and sisters gird themselves with towels, 
and wash and wipe one another’s feet, ore wash- 
ing, another wiping. One person will perhaps 
wash three or four persons’ feet, and then an- 
other brother will take it up. The brethren 
wash the brethren’s feet, and the sisters wash 
the sisters’ feet.” 

„Then what!“ 

“Then we have the Lord's Supper, as we un- 
derstand it. The sisters have one table and the 
brethren another table.“ 

“ Always apart!“ 

„Always apart. We have a substantial meal, 
and always beef or mutton soup. Soup, be- 
cause it is said, ‘When He dipped the sop.’ We 
eat two or more from one u because it is said, 
‘He that dippeth in the dish with me.“ After

wine,—always in the evening, because it is 
We use unleavened bread for the 
communion. We read, usually, the chapter in 
Mark about the suffering of Christ, then the 
Bishop breaks the bread, and we have the com- 
munion of the body of Christ and the com- 
munion of the blood of Christ. Then we sing 
a hymn, because it is written, ‘They sung a 
hymn and went out.’ In the morning of the 
communion-day we usually have a free meal at 
10 for everybody that chooses to come.”’ 

‘* When you marry 9 do you make the 
wife promise to obey ?”’ 

The good Elder looked mystified. ** We make 
the young people promise to cherish and assist 
each other, and hold together and honor each 
other, or something of that kind,“ said be. 

‘ But I mean this,” said I; some Church 
ceremonies put the word ‘obey’ in the wife's 
promise—have her promise to obey her husband, 
you know.“

These brethren and sisters are the happiest 
people on earth, I think. They seem to have 
reached the true golden mean of Socrates and 
the old philosophers, the secret of the highest 
human happiness, which consists in moderation, 
temperance, and a calm control of those resticss 

ions which make sick the soul and body. 

owever this golden secret is arrived at, 

whether one gets it from philosophy or religion, 
the beautiful and happy result is the same. 

The care, the strife, the desperate struggle of 
the world’s toiling inillious do not touch the Ger- 
man Baptist brethren. They havea world of 
their own, world on peace and sweet content, 
which the outer world surrounds, but cannot 
invade. Their very speech is different from 
that of other people, in that it is always gentle, 
temperate, and kindly. They are a plain people, 
illiterate, maybe, as the world goes, but they 
have that which is more than riches or fame, 
more than all learnin®&—the beautiful and holy 
spirit of Christian love and charity.

The next largest in numbers is the 
Lafayette Avenue of Brooklyn; indeed, this 
would stand first if the whole number on the 
roll had been reported, but a hundred or more 
members, whose whereabouts are unknown, are 
dropped. 

Many complaints are made of the long vaca- 
tions taken by the New York pastors, an 
ple speak as ifit was exclusively an American 
custom. But a London paper of Aug. 25, re- 
fer to the Presbyterian churches (the same 
remark willdoubtless apply to all), says: Very 
few pulpits in London are now occupied by their 
reguiar 7 London ministers, for the 
most part, are enjoying a season of rest north of 
the Tweed, and by way of change not a few 
ministers resident in Scotland are snugly housed 
in southern manses.”’ 


The Catholic Society of St. Vincent de Paul 
has had a rapid growth in this country since its 
introduction here in 1845. It had in 1875 16 
councils and 192 conferences, while separate 
suptrior councils have been founded at New 
Orleans, St. Louis, and Brooklyn. It is safe to 
assume, therefore, that at least 250 conferences 
are now in existence within the United States. 
The Superior Council of Rome, which has the 
Pope’s especial favor and assistance, reports 18 
conferences in that city, and receipts for 1875 of 
34,204 francs, of which 10,000 came from the 
Pope. 

The first Waldensian Church in the United 
States has been organized at Stone’s Prairie, 
Mo. “A small colony of Walitenses have 
bought land and settled at this place. They are 
under the advice and leadership of the pastor, 
the Rev. Mr. Solomon, who, with them, left the 
Alpine valleys where many years ago they aban- 
doned the land of their fathers and emigrated 
to South America. For many years they re- 
mained on that continent, but at last the con- 
stant war between the ill- governed Republics of 
that country andthe conscrintion of their young 
men to fill up the ranks of the contending 
States drove them to seek a home and prote:- 
tion in this refuge for the oppressed of ali na- 
tions. The colony is as yet a weak one, but is 
confident of large accessions from beyond the 
seas. They are a quiet, industrious, law-abiding 
people.“

In the four- 
teenth century, when the Ottoman power was 
strougest, Jobn XXII. joined the Christian 
league, and Eugenius IV. sent an army to pro- 
tect Hungary against the attacks of the Turks. 
Mahomet II., after defeating the second Con- 
stantine, offered his all ce to Pope Nicolas 
V.; but the latter replied by forming a league 
between Rome, Venice, Florence, Alfonso of 
Arragon, and Duke Francis Sforza of Milan, in 
January, 1445; and in March of the same year, 
when he was on his deathbed, he the 
Cardinals to be informed that he had promised 
his support in money, troops, and ships to the 
envoys of the Greek Emperor, who come to 
Rome, and that it was his last wish that this 
romise should be fulfilled. His successor, 
alixtus III., prayed to God on his knees that 
the war might be allowed to take its course, and 
the Papal troops on the Seaof Marmora be given 
the victory over Mahomet’s army. Calixtus died 
of grief when he learned that the Christians 
were being beaten; and only the worst of all the 
Popes, Alexander Borgia, assisted the Turks 
against the Christians, accepting presents from 
Sultan Bajazet, and encouraging him to send 
expeditions to the coast of the Mediterranean 
and the banks of the Danube. 
THE METHODIST PRESIDING-ELDERSHIP. 

The Presiding-Eldership in the Methodist 
Episcopal Church is likely to prove as trouble- 
some as did lay representation. After discuss- 
ing it for a year in all its as it came before 
the last General Conference, it. Baltimore, for 
action thereon. One party in the church, large 
but still a minority, ask# that the Annual Con- 
ference shail have the right to say how many 
districts they will have and who be their 
Presiding Elders. The other party, com ag | a 
small majority, don’t want any change. ihe 
districts are now fixed by the Bishops in Annual 
Conference, and the Elders are appointed by 
them also. The General Conference found it- 
self unable to change this form because of the 
constitutional rules of the Methodist E 
Church. It, theretore, sent a proposition to the 
99 Annual Conferences to change the restrictive 
rule. If three-fourths of the Conferences vote 
for the change then two-thirds of the next Gen- 
eral Conference must do the same ere it can be- 
come a law. Drs. Cummings, Jervis, and Curry, 
representing the reformers, seeing the hopeless- 
ness of their cause, have issued an address to 
their brethren in the ministry to lay the present 
proposition on the table or to vote . 
against it until, by correspondence, the senti- 
ment of the itinerancy shall be brought 
to the reform point. They think the 
Episcopacy has too much power 
already, and the Bishops, in their adaress to the 
General Conference, concede, says this Com- 
mittee, that appointments to the Presiding-Ei- 
dership are sometimes made of men who are 
not called for in the regular pastorate and for 
their own (the appoiatees’) personal accommo- 
dation. The Committee and the minority which 
they represent ask that the districts shall be 
greatly enlarged in size, so as to reduce the ex- 

nse of maintaining any army of sub-Bishops 

ooking after Quarterly Conferences and asking 
a formal set of questions every time; or that 
the number of districts shall be increased and 
their size considerably reduced and the Elders 
be regular pastors, who sball, if occasion re- 
quires, have the oversight of the districts uear- 
Est their charge. The editor of the CTA 
Advocate evidently has no sympathy whatever 
with this address of the Committee, for he 
scalps it ina column and a half editorial. He 
divides it into two beads as the colored preacher 
did his sermon and tells first “what de text 
does not mean,” and, second, what de text 
does mean.“ There is, says Dr. Fowler, a 
bird of some kind in this egg,—it may De an 
eagle or it may be a buzzard.

CORRESPONDENCE. 
WORKINGMEN’S CITIES. 
To the Editor af The Tribune. 

Paris, Aug. 23.—Something over 20 years 
ago, an enterprise was put on foot in the City 
of Mulhouse, Alsace, to construct habitations 
for the laboring classes, called cites ouvrieres, 


or workingmen’s cities. This movement, which 


is now widely extended in Germany and Bel- 
gium, though it originated in what was France, 
promises to make a peaceful and beneficial rev- 
olution in the manner of living of the laboring 
Classes. 

A small number of philanthropic men organ- 
ized a company having for its aim to procure 
cheap and commodious lodgings for the poor. 
They commenced their operations by building 100 
houses in the City of Mulhouse; in 1859 there 
were 428, and in 1863 there were 560 in that city. 

In 1866 the cholera made terrible ravages in 
Liege, especially among the working popula- 
tion inhabiting insalubrious houses in narrow 
and unhealthy streets. The Mayor of Liege, 
with the other city officers, nominated a com- 
mittee to inquire into the best means of rem- 
edying the existing evils connected with the 
dwellings of the poor, and to report the result 
of their investigations. These gentlemen vis- 
ited Mulhouse in order to examine into the 
system of building workingmen’s cities, which 
had rendered that city so justly famous. The 
report of their examinations, brought before the 
municipal authorities of Liege, ended in the es- 
tablishment of a similar company in Liege to 
that which had already been formed in Mul- 
house.. His Majesty Leopold Li. became a 
shareholder, and the newly-formed company’s 
capital was augmented by numerous public 
charitable institutions taking shares as well as 
private individuals. 

There are now several workingmen’s cities 
situated in different parts of Liege, and the 
work of building is constantly on the increase. 

The Company’s first care was the choice of 
land,—cheapness was, of course, an essential 
= but in Liege. as in other ci tracts of 

and are found w , from their proximity to a 
railroad, manufactory, or other causes, are not 
generally serviceable for more ambitious build- 
ings, and fulfill that condition.

The price of the one-storied 
houses. is 6, : or $1,000 in 
gold. They are not paid for all at once. The 
— 7 pays a rent of 45 francs 2 
month ($9 in gold) for a two-storied house, with 
the privilege of sub-letting, and in 14 years 
he becomes the proprietor; for a one-storied 
house with an attic and ce francs a 
mouth, or $4.75 in gold, makes him proprietor 
of house and land in the same space of time. 
At first it wae difficult to make the laborer un- 
derstand the advantages of bavi a house of 
His own. It was a new idea for him to be a 
E but little by little, first in Mul- 

ouse, afterwards in other cities, the system 
found favor, and is a perfect success wherever it 
has been fairly tried. In Mulhouse, of the 560 
houses that were built in 1863, there were 550 
sold. Of course 14 years seems along time to 
wait, but oftentimes a lucky stroke of work, 
asmall legacy, or great economy enables the 
laborer to become a proprietor much sooner, 
and some of the more industrious and steady 
workmen have become proprietors at the end of 
five years. A gentleman said to me: “ Every la- 
borer whom we make a proprietor and to whom 
we give an interest in the soil, of him we make 
also a soldier of order.“ Building these 
homes is not a matter that can be taken up upon 
speculation,” like the celebrated case of Bardell 
versus Pickwick, but must be undertaken 
by men anxious for the public good 
and satisfied with small, though sure 
profits. The houses must well 
built; for among their tenants and 
future 9 9 oe will have many mechan- 
ics, mas ons, and ders. - men who know good 
work from bad. It has been urged as an ob- 
jection against these houses thaj their rent 

laces them out of the reach of very poor, 
gut even to them they prove an indirect bene- 
fit, for the lodgings vacated by the respectable 
poor become accessible to those lower in the so- 
cial scale. Allowing the tenant to become 
a proprietor has many great and obvious advan- 
tages; they take better care of the houses, they 
remain in the same house for years, and they 
pay their rent with far greater regularity for

PARK BONDS. 
To the Eaditor of The Tribune. 

Curcago, Sept. 15.—In a recent conversation 
in this city, an Eastern financial agent who has 
placed alarge amount of Western securities 
among New England capitalists, stated that he 
greatly regretted having advised his patrons to 
purchase Lincoin Park bonds, from the fact that 
reports had reached them of the opposition of 

roperty-owners to, the assessment, and even of 
injunctions being asked to restrain its colle@tion. 
In reply to an inquiry as to whether default had 
occurred in the payment of the interest, he 
stated that he not been so advised, but 
added that no confidence could attach to securi- 
ties of this character so long as ey people who 
were to be mainly benefited by the proceeds of 
their sale had so little regard for the 
improvements which were’ interded to 
be made as to contest the assessments 
upon which the success of the enterprise de- 

snded. Mr. B. F. Culver, one of the Lincoln 
Perk Commissioners, on being questioned on 
tite subject, while he did not deny that opposi- 
tion had been made to the collection of this tax, 
stated that the interest on the bonds had been 
met promptly; that the funds were already pro- 
vided to meet the payment due in October, and 
that he could hardly conceive of circumstances 
which would render the payment of the future 
installments in any degree uncertain. It is true 
that all of these park assessments have been a 
serious burden upon owners of property, es- 
pecially of that which is unproductive and 
upon which the greater proportion of the 
tax has fallen, from its proximity to 
proposed improvements, but these enterprises 
were undertaken by the consent of the citizens 
of Chicago and vicinity. Their legality has been 
unquestionably established, and the money for 
tlie purchase of the land obtained from bona- 
fide investors in these bonds. The security upon 
which they are placed is pe ng all doubt, and 
there is no valid reason w they should not 
command at present rates of interest a premium 
in the — instead of having a nominai value 
of about 90 cents on the dollar. 

The fault lies not in the question of securit 
or in any lack of confidence on the part of ou 
side capitalists in the future of Chicago,—as is 
shown 7 oe great {plethora of Eastern money 
seeking investment in loans upon real estate— 
but rather in the revenue laws of this 
State. 80 long as the opportunity 
offers for the postponement of the payment of a 
tax by the almost inexpensive opposition which 
the law, as now existing, permits, it certainly 
will be seized upon by many without regard to 
the consequent prejudice to the credit of the 
city or to the embarrassment which such — 
sition causes. There is ne city whose obliga- 
tions should command a quicker sale than ours, 
but there is no city which in the last year has 
suffered more seriously from the distrust of 
capitalists in its promises te pay, and until the 
State Legislature so constructs its Revenue law 
as to make the collection of taxes certain, and 
successful tance to their collection im 
sible, so long@ill confidence be withheld in the

IN GENERAL. 
A NEW ENTERPRISE FOR ENGLEWOOD. 


A large meeting of property-owners was held 
atthe Sherman House on the afternoon of 
Thursday, the 14th inst., to take into considera- 
tion the location at South Englewood of a 
branch of an Eastern Horse-Shoe- Nail Manufac- 
tory.

ILLINOIS REALTY. 

A new, 1 — according the minds of . 
our best lawyers, a very nant question 
will probably soon be radeed in’ our courts as 
to whether foreign corporations can take valid 
evidences of debt secured by real estate lying 
within the State of Illinois. Our Supreme 
Court has emphatically decided that corpora- 
tions, foreign to the State of IIlinois cannot 
take title toa or buy and sell real estate lying 
within its boundaries. The Supreme Court has 
gone so far as todeny toatrust company foreign 
to the State the privilege of hoiding and part- 
ing with the title to real es simply in trust 
(it u no direct interest in the fee or in the 
rise o@ fall of values), in order to sell it for the 
benefit of its cestui 57 trust. 

Hence, setting aside for the present the ques- 
tion as to whether the foreign company can 
validly or safely take securities, directly or m- 
directly, on real estate lying in Illinois, one 
thing would seem to follow, and that is, that if 
they do foreclose they must find a bona fide 
purchaser at the saie, aud not by direction or in- 
direction bea 1 mgs, as they cannot receive 
the title. Selling te the President of the Com- 
pany, or to any ove else individually, while in 

act the Company owns and directs the subse- 
quent administration of the land, or, in other 
words, selling to any one who thus holds the 
title for the Company, directly and avowedly, 
or indirectly and concealedly, will not do. The 
Company cannot take the title, and as that 
which cannot be done legally by direct method 
cannot be done by an indirect method, a bona 
fide sale to an actual purchaser not in any way 
buying for or in behalf of the Company must be 
made.— Real Estate and Building Journal. 

THE NEW YORK REAL ESTATE MARKET. 

Real estate operators and brokers, having 
just now but little business of their own to at- 
tend to, are taking a most intense interest in 
that of their neigubors, and daily eagerly and 
anxiously question their mercantile friends as 
to how general business is doing, understand- 
ing, as they do, that any improvement in real 
estate must be foreshadowed by the general 
prosperity of the business community. 80 
far as this is concerned, all is now goin 
well, and there is no possible doubt but that 
New York is just now doing a lively and 
8 oh ep trade, one which 
in times like 1873 would have served as a 
basis for a general advance in prices, and 
would have created a most lively speculative 
time. New York merchants have, how- 
ever, since that year, received many bitter 
lessons, which those who are now left 
are profiting by, and we consequently find 
them loth to kill the that lays the golden 
eggs by pa gy in prices which the pur- 

ublic will not stand. There seems to 
be but little of interest occurring in the real- 
estate market, the same listless tone still char- 
acterizing the transactions of the Exchange 
salesroom, all of which are of a purely legal 
character. There is no diminution in the num- 
ber of foreclosure suits, the number filed for 
August of this year being slightly in excess of 
the same month for the year 1875, the actual 
being 162 for the year 1875 and 180 for 
the year 1876.
